tion could worsen this month as

Johnson said the teen-age un- 


employment rate of about 16 per 
cent was "extremely serious." 
"We must and will make fur- 
ther progress in this area," he 
said. 


He also plugged for his anti- 


poverty legislation before Con- 
gress, saying: "It will provide 
,both training and job opportuni- 
ties for our young people and 
thereby strike at one of the basic 
roots of poverty." 


The Bureau of Labor Statis- 


tics said the high jobless rate 
among youths was intensified 
because "more teen-agers are 
competing for a sailer num- 
ber of jobs—low-skilled jobs." 


The bureau said one month 


\vas not enough to predict a 


t trend, but' the May figures in- 


dicated the nation may finally 
be moving off the high unem- 
ployment level of 5.5 per cent or 
more for about seven years. 


The 71.1 million jobholders in 


May was an increase of about 
1.2 million from April and about 
200,000 more than had been ex- 
pected. 


"This is a further heartening 


evidence that the fax cut is 


I working as expected—and that 


its economic stimulus is being 
translated into new jobs," John- 
son said in his statement.

Farmers Home Administrat- 


ion, an agency of the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, extends 
credit to family farmers to help 
'inancc improvements in their 
farming 
operations 
and 
pay 


[arm operating and family liv- 
ing costs. 


Loans are made only to far- 


mers who are unable to obtain 
credit from a bank, Production 
Credit Association, or other ag- 
ricultural lender. 


Who is Eligible 
Any individual who operates 


a family farm on either a full 
or part-time basis is 
eligible 


for a loan from 
the Farmers 


Home Administration. However, 
he also must have a farm back- 
ground, farming experience or 
training and the ability to man- 
age a farming operation. The 
applicant need not presently be 
carrying on a full-time farming 
operation. 


Use of a Farm Operating Loan 
Following are some of the pur- 


poses for which a borrower may 
use an FHA operating loan: 


Purchase of equipment for the 


farm and home, livestock, feed, 
seed, and fertilizer-refinancing 
debts-paying other costs of op- 
erating the farm, such as cash 
rent, purchase of fuel, cost of 
minor real estate improvements 
and building repairs, purchase 
of stock in cooperatives-finan- 
cing family living costs, such as 
clothing purchases, 
insurance 


payments health care necessary 
food items, and others. 


A borrower also may use an 


operating loan to finance farm 
forestry development and install 
a fish farming or income-produc- 
ing recreation enterprise on his 
farm. 


Amount of Loan 
The amount an eligible appli- 


cant may borrow depends on 
the purpose for which the loan 
is to be used, the overall plan 
of farm and family living im- 
provement worked out between 
him and the FHA county super- 
visor, and his ability to repay. 
In no case may the operating 
loan debts of an individual bor- 
rower exceed $35,000. 


Terms and Conditions 
Interest rate on the farm op- 


erating loans is 5 percent of the 
unpaid principal. Loans for an- 
nual farm and home operating 
expenses are repaid from the 
year's incime of the borrower, 
including nonfarm income. Loan 
for capital items, such as live- 
stock, tractors, and other mach- 
inery and building improvement 
are repaid in annual installment 
over periods of one to seven 
years. The actual 
repayment 


period depends upon the type 
of capital items purchased and 
the borrower's repayment abil- 
ity. 


Security 
Security for the loan varies 


with the purpose for which the 
loan was made. Security may 
be a first lien on livestock and 
equipment purchased or refin- 
anced with the loan-a first lien 
on the year's crop if the loan is 
used to finance crop production 
--a mortgage on other chattel 
property -and in certain cases 
an assignment of farm income. 


Management Assistance 
In addition to the loan, FHA, 


provides all of 
its 
borrowers 


with necessary farm and finan- 
cial 
management 
assistance. 


This assures that loan funds will 
be used lo produce maximum 
beiit'l'its to tho borrower in in-

Amendments 
Delay Rights 
Showdown

WASHINGTON (AP)-Senate 


eadcrs restrained from filing a 
ictition to end the 72-day civil 
•ights debate pending the out- 
come today of a proposal to vote 
on three important amendments 
early next week. 


The agreement was advanced 
ale Friday by Repiblicans .But 
action was deferred overnight at 
.he urging of Sen. Richard B. 
lltisscll, D-Ga., leader of the 
Southern forces. 


Democratic 
L c a d er Mike 


Mansfield said if the agreement 
is accepted it may shorten the 
marathon debate. 


But should the agreement' — 


which requires unanimous con- 
sent — be rejected, he added, a 
jctilion to invoke the Senate's 
tlcbate-limiting cloture rule will 
be filed as previously planned. 


If there is no agreement and 


the cloture petition is filed today 
it would automatically come to 
a vote one hour after the Senate 
convenes Tuesday. Adoption of 
clolurc would require a two- 
thirds majority, or 67 votes if 
all 
100 senators vote. Indica- 


tions arc that the vote would be 
extremely close. 


The move to get a vote on 


three amendments to the bill be- 
fore a cloture showdown was 
initiated by a group of Repub- 
licans led by Sen. Bourke B. 
Hickenlooper of Iowa, chairman 
of 
the Senate's GOP Policy 


Committee. 


In the long battle over the 


civil rights bill, 
Hickenlooper 


has not seen eye to ye with 
Sen. Everett M. Dirksen of Illi- 
nois, the Republican floor leader 
who is the chief architect of a 
proposed 
substitute 
for 
the 


House-passed bill. 


The substitute, aimed at win- 


ning more support for the bill 
has the support of Mansfield 
and Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, 
D-Minn., the bill's floor manag- 
er, and Atty. Gen. Robert F. 
Kennedy. But it does not go as 
ar in modifying the measure as 
some Republicans would like. 


Under Hickenlooper's request 


—which any one senator could 
block — the Senate would vote 
Tuesday morning on an amend- 
ment to provide for jury trials 
in criminal contempt cases in- 
volving civil rights other than 
those 
involving 
injunctions 


against discriminatory denial of 
voting rights. 


Also up for a vote later Tues- 


day would be amendment's to 
the section of the bill prohibiting 
discrimination in employment 
and to a section designed to 
speed up school desegregation. 


Hickenlooper 
said 
he 
was 


speaking for about 20 of the 33 
Republican senators in propos- 
ing that three amendments be 
acted on before any atteopt to 
cut off the debate. 


Some of the the senators in 


this group, including Hicken- 
looper, have refused to commit 
themselves publicly to vote for 
cloture under which each sena- 
tor's speaking time on the bill 
and all amendments would be 
limited to one hour.
